IT was th^ funeral day of the late man 
who made himfelf to be called pro- 
teftor. And though I bore but little af- 
feftion, either to the memoty of him, or 
to the trouble smd folly o^ all ptiblic pa- 
geantry, yet I was forced by the importu- 
nity of my company to go along with 
them, and be a fpeftator of that folemnityi

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the expeftatioa of which had been fo great, 
that it was f^d to haye bK)ught fonote Yery 
curious perfons (and no doubt fmgular 
virtuofos) as far as from the Mount in 
ComwalJ, aqd fcoxn the Orcadc5. I fomid 
there had been much more coft bcftowed 
than either the dead n^ant. or indeed death 
itfclf, could deferve. There was a mighty 
train of black afliftants, among which^ too, 
divers princes in the perfons of their am- 
Ijafladors (being infinitely afHifted for the 
lofs of their brother) were pleafcd to at- 
tend 5 the hearfe was magnificent, the idol 
cfowncd*, and (not to mention all other 
ceremonies which are praftifed at royal 
internients, and tbvefore by no means 
coultf be omitted here) the vaft multitude 
ori]poa*atpr<made up, as it ufes to do, no 
fmall part of the fpcdtacle, itfelf. But yet, 
I know not how, the whole was fo ma- 
naged, that, njffthpughfti. it fomewhat re- 
pnefentcd the life of him for whom it was ^^ 
made ; much noife, much tumult, quch , 
^xpence, much naagpificencep much vain* 
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glory; briefly; a gr6at Ihow, and y^t, after 
ail this, but ^n ill fight* At lali (for it 
fecmed long to me, and, like his (hort 
feign to6, very tedious) the whole fcene' 
paflfedby -, and f retired back to my chamber, 
weary, and I think more melancholy tharf 
any of the mourners; where I began 
to refleft on the whole life of this pro* 
digious man : and fometimcs I was filled 
with horror and deteftation of his actions, 
and fometimes I inclined a little to rever- 
ence and adniii^ation of his courage, con- 
duft, and fuccefs; till, by thefe different 
motions and agitations of mind, rocked, 
as it wete, aJileep, I fell at laft into this 
vifion ; or if you pleafe to call it but a 
dream, I fliall not take it iU, becaufe the 
father of poets telLs us, even dreams, too, 
arc from God. 

But fure it was no dream ; for I was 
fuddenly tranfported afar off* (whether in 
the body, or out of the body, like St. 
Paur[^], I know not) and found myfelf

pn the top of that famous hill in the ifland 
Mona, which has the profpeft of three 
great, and not-long-fince moft happy^ king- 
doms. As foon as ever I looked oa them» 
the not'long'ftnce (truck upon my memory, 
and called forth the fad reprefcntation o£ 
all the fins, and all the miferies, that had 
overwhelmed them thefe twenty years.

I think, I Ihould have gone on, but that 
I was interrupted by a ftrange and ter- 
rible apparition ; for there appeared to me

gi^at in the evening. His body was na-

Though thisfudden, unufual, and dreadful 
objeft might have quelled a greater courage 
than mine, yet fo it pleafed God (for there h 
nothing bolder than a man in a vifion) that I 
was notall at daunted, but afked him refolute- 
\y and briefly, " What art thou ?" And he 
faid, ** I am called the north-weft princi- 
pality, his highnefs, the proteftor of the 
common-wealth of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, and the dominions belonging 
thereunto -, for I am that angel, to whom 
the Almighty has committed the govern- 
ment of thofe three kingdoms, which thou 
feeft from this place.'^ And I anfwered 
and faid, " If it be fo. Sir, it fecJms to me 
that for almoft thefe twenty years paft, 
your highnefs has been abfcnt from your 
charge : for not only if any angel, but if 
^ny wife and honeft man had (ince that 
time been our governor, we (hould not 
h^ve wandered thus long in thefe laborious 
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and endlefs labyrinths of confufion, but 

cither not have entered at all into them^ 

or at leaft have returned back ere we 

:had abfolutely loft our way ; but, inftead * 

of your highnefs, we have had fince fuch 

a protestor, as was his predeceflbr Richard 

the third to the king his nepfiew ; for 

he prcfently flew the commonwealth, 

which he pretended to proteft, and fet up 

himfclf in the jplace of it : a little lefs guilty 

indeed in- one refpedt, becaufe the other 

flew an innocent, and this man did but 

murder a murderer [e]. Such a proteftor 

'we have had, as we would have been glad 

to have changed for an enemy, and rather 

received a conftant Turk, than this every 

month^s apoftatej fuch a protestor, as 

man is to his flocks, which he (heers, and 

iells, or devours himfelf; and I wookl 

fain know, what the wolf, which he pro- 

tefts him from, could do more. Such 

a proteftor — "and as I was proceeding, 

nie-thoughts, his highnefs began to put on

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^^ifpkafed and threatening countenance, 
as men ufe ta do when their dcarcft friends 
happen to be traduced in their company i 
'ivhich gave me the firft rife of jeabufy 
ftgainft him^ for I did not believe that 
Cromwell among aU his foreign corr&- 
fpondences had ever held any with angels. 
However, I was nQt hardened enough yet 
to venture a quarrel with him then ; and 
therefore (as if I had fpoken to the pro^ 
tcdor himfdf in Whitehall) I defired him 
^^ that his highnefs would pleafe to pardon 
4ne, if I had unwittingly fpoken any thing 
to the difparagement of a perfon, whofe 
relations to his highnefs I Had not the 
honour to know.** 

At which he told me» *^ that he had 
no other concerqment for his late high- 
neiSf than as he took him to be the 
greateft man that ever was of the Eng- 
li(h nation^ if not (faid he) of the whole 
world i which gives me a juft title to the 
defence oi his reputation, fince I now ac- 
count myfelf, as it were, a naturalized Eng- 
Uih 4Pgel> by having had fo long the 

manage. 
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management of the afFairs of that country. 
And pray, countryman, (faid he, very kind- 
ly and very flatteringly) for I would not 
liave you fall into the general error of 
the world, that detefts and decries fo ex- 
traordinary a virtue, " Whar can be more 
extraordinary, than that a perfpn of m^an 
birth, no fortune, no eminent qualities of 
body, which have fom? times, or of mind, 
which have often, raifed men to the higheft 
dignities, ftiould have the courage to at- 
tempt, and the happinefs to fucceed in, 
fo improbable a defign, as the deftrudion 
of one of the moft antient, and mofi fo- 
lidly founded monarchies upon the earth ? 
that he (hould have the power or bold- 
nefs to put his prince and mafter to an 
open and infamous death ; to banifli that 
• numerous and ftrongly-allied family -, to 
do all this under the name and wages 
of a parliament ; to trample upon them 
too as he pleafcd, and fpurn them out of 
doors, when he grew weary of them ; to 
>aifc up a new. and unheard-of monfter 

out 
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out of, their, aflies; tor ftifl^ .that iOj the 
very.iniFaincy^ and fet up hijnrfelf above ^ll 
things that ever were. caUfcd ipvereigp in 
England; to opprefs all his enemies by 
arms^ and all his friends afterwards by 
^tificc ; to ferve all parties patitotly for 
awhile, and to command them vidlorioufly 
at lali ; to over-run each comer of the 
three nations, and overcome .with equal 
facility both the riches of the fouth, and 
the poverty of the north; to be feared 
and courted by all foreign princes, and 
adopted a brother to the gods of the 
earth ; to call together parliaments with a 
word of his pen, and fcattcr them again 
with the breath of his mouth ; to be hutpf- 
bly and daily petitioned that he would 
pleafe to be hired, at the rate of two mil- 
lions a year, to be the mafter of thofe 
who had hired him before to be their fer- 
vant ; to have the eftates and lives of 
three kingdoms as much at his difpofal, 
as was the little inheritance of his father, 
and to be as noble and liberal in the fpend- 

ing 
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ing of them ; and lsLQ^Y (for there & tU 
end of all the particulars of his glory) ti 
bequeath aR this with one word to hb 
pofterity *, to die .with peace at home, and 
triumph abroad ; to be buried ztnotig 
kings, and \^ith more than regat folemnity if 
and to leave a name behind him, not to 
be extinguiflied, but with the whole world ; 
which, as it^s now too little for his praifes, 
fo might have been too for his conqueftis, 
if the fhort line of his human life coiild 
have been ftretched our to the extent of' his 
immortal defigns [/] ?*• 

By this fpeech, I began to underftand 
pcrfeftly well what kind of angel his pre- 
tended highnefs was; and having fortified

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Though I had much more to fay (for 
the life of man is fo (hort, that it allows 
not time enough to fpcak againft a tyrant) -, 
yet, becaufe I had a mind to hear how 
my ftrange adverfary would behave him- 
felf upon this fubjed, and to give even 
the devil (as they fay) his right, and £air 
play in a difputation, I (lopped here, and 
expected (not without the frailty of a lit- 
tle fear) that he fliould have broke into 
a violent paffion in behalf of his favourite : 
but he on tne contrary very calmly,^ and 
with the dove-like innocency of a ferpent 
diat was not yet warmed enough to fting, 
thus replied to me; 

** It is not fo much out of my affeftion to 
that perfon whom we difcourfe of (\^hofc 
greatnefs is too folid to be (haken by the 
breath of any oratory), as for your own 
fake (honeft countreyman), whom I con-

^.' your highnefs may pleafe (faid I) to add 
the verfe that follows, as no lefs proper for 
this fubjeft :

But I take this to be the ruje in the 
cafe, that, when we fix any infamy upon 
deceafed perfons, it ftould pot be done out 
of hatred to the dead, but out of love and 
charity to the living : that the curfes, which 
only remain in mens thoughts, ^id dare 
not come forth again(|; tyrants (becaufe 

they 
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they are tyrants) whild they are fo, may at 
leaft bcfor ever fettled and engraven wpon 
their memories, to deter all others from 
the like wickcdnefsj which elfe, in the 
time of their foolifh profperity, the flattery 
of their own hearts, and of other mens 
tongues, would not fuffer them to perceive. 
Ambition is fo fubtile a tempter, and the 
corruption of human nature fo fufceptible 
of the temptation, that a man can hardly 
. refill it, be he never fo much forewarned 
of the evil confequences ; much kfs if he 
find not only the concurrence of the pre- 
fent, but the approbation too of following 
ages, which have the liberty to judge more 
freely. The mifchief of tyranny is too 
great, even in the fliortefl: time that it can 
continue ;. it is endlefs and infupportabl^^ 
if the example be to reign too ; and if a 
. Lambert muft be invited to follow the fteps 
of a Cromwell, as. well by the voice of ho- 
nour, as by the fight of power and riches. 
'Though it may feerti to fome fantaftically, 
ytt Was it wifely done of the Syracufans, 
to ind^Iead with the forms of their ordinary 
C 3 juftjcc. 
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jufticc, to condemn and dcftroy even the 
ftatues of all their tyrants : if it were pof- 
fible to cut them out of all hiftory, and 
to extinguilh their very names, I am of 
opinion that it ought to be done '5 but, 
fince they have left behind them too deep 
wounds to be ever clofed up without a 
fear, at lead let us fet fuch a mark upon 
their memory, that men of the fame wicked 
inclinations may be no lefs afrighted with 
their lafting ignominy, than enticed by their 
momentary glories. And that your high* 
nefs may perceive, that I fpeak not all this 
out of any private animofity againft the 
perfon of the late protedtor, I aflure you, 
\ipon my faith, that I bear no more hatred 
to his name, than I do to that of Marius 
or Sylla, who never did me, or any friend 
of mine, the lead injury ; and with that, 
tranfported by a holy fury, I fell into this 
• fudden rapture :

Here, the fpirit of verfe beginning a lit- 
tle to fail^ I ftopt: and his highnefs^ 
fmiling, faid, " I was glad to lee you en- 
^ged in the enclofure of metre ; for, if you 
had ftaid in the open plain of declaim- 
ing againft the word Tyrant, I muft.havc 
had patience for half a dozen hours, till 
you had .tired yourfelf as wejl as me. 
But pray, countreymaq, to avoid thi&idoma* 
chy, or imaginary combat with words, let 
me know. Sir, what you mean by the name 
of tyrant, for I remember that, among your 
ancient authors, not only all kings, but even 
Jupiter himfelf (your Juvans pater) is fo 
termed \ and perhaps, as it was ufed former* 
ly in a good fenfe, fo we Ihall find it, uppn 
better confideradon, to be llill a good thing 
for the benefit and peace of mankind % at 
kaft, it will appear i^hether your interpret* 
.adbn cf it may be juftfy applied to the 
3 perfon. 
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peribn^ who is now thefubjcft olf obr dif- 
courfe/' 

*^ I call him (faid I) a tyrant, who cither 
intrudes himfelf forcibly into the goVem- 
tnertt of his fellow citizens without any 
legal authority over them j dr who, having 
a juft title to th6 gdvernmcnt of a peoplfc, 
abufes it to the deftriiftion, or tormenting 
of them. So that all tyrants are at the 
fame time lifurpers, either of the whole. Or 
at ieaft of a part, of that power which they 
Aflunle to thenfifelves ; and no lefs are they 
to be accounted rebels, fince no man can 
uftrrp authority over others, but by rebel- 
lihg ifcgaihft ^m who had it before, or at 
Ieaft agaiiift tbofe laws which were his 
foperiors : and in all thefe fcfnfes, no' hiftoty 
tan ifibrd us a more evident example of 
tyranny, or more out of all poflittfity 6f 
e^tciife, or 'J)ilUation, than that of the per- 
foh l?(rhorti you are pleafed to defend ; whfe- 
thit vib cbnfidcr his rtherited rtbelH6As 
igainft all his fuperiors, or his ufurpation 
of thc' fiipreiine j^w*r to hnhfclf, or -his 

* tyranny 
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tyranny in the excrcHe of it : and, if law^- 
ful princes have been efteemed tyrants,* by 
cot containmg themfel ves within the bounds 
of thofe laws which have been left theroy 
as the fphere of their authority, by their 
forefathers, what ihall we fay of that man, 
who, having by right no power at all in 
this nation, covild not content hin>felf with 

^that which had fatisfied the mpft ambi- 
tious of our princes? nay, not with thofe 
vaftly extended limits of fovereignty, which 
he (difdaining all that had been pre^ 
fcribed and obferved before) w;?ts pleafed 
(out of great modefty) to fet to himfelf ; 
not abflaining froni rebellion and ufurpa- 

. tion even againft his own laws, as well as 
thofe of the nation?*' 

^' Hold, friend, (faid his highnefs, pulling 
me by my arm) for I fee your zeal is 
tranfporting you again ; whether the pro^ 
.teftor were a tyrant in the exorbitant ex-* 

..crcife of his. power, we fliall fee anon; 

^ it is requifite to examine, firft, whether 

., he were b in t;be ufurpation of it* And

t fajr, that hot only he, but no man elfci 
iever was, or can be fo; and that for thcfe 
reafons. Firft, becaufe all power belongi 
only to God, who is the fource and foun- 
tain of it, as kings are of all honours in 
their dominions. Princes are but his vice- 
roys in the little provinces of this world ; 
and to fome he gives their places for i 
few years, to fome for their lives, and t6 
others (upon ends or deferts beft kriown 
to himfelf, or merely for his yndifputable 
good pleafure) he beftows, as it werei 
leafes upon them, and their pofterity, for 
fuch a date of time as is prefixed in that 
patent of their deftiny, which is not legii 
ble to you men below. Neither is it mort 
unlawftil for Oliver to fucceed Charles iri 
the kingdom of England, when God fo 
difpofes of it, than it had been for him 
to have fucceeded die Lord Strafford iri 
the/ lieutenancy of Ireland, if he had bee» 
appointed to it by the king then reigning. 
Men are in both the cafes obliged to obey 
|iim, whom they fee aftually invefted with 

lb9 
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the authority by that fovereign from whom 
he ought to derive it, without difputing or 
examining the caufes, either of the removal 
of the one, or the preferment of the other. 
Secondly, becaufe all power is attained, 
cither by the eleftion and confent of the 
people (and that takes away your objec- 
tion of forcible intruGon) ; or elfe, by a con- 
queft of them (and ^hat gives fuch a legal 
authority as you mention to be wanting 
in the ufurpation of a tyrant); fo that 
either this title is right, and then there are 
no ufurpers, or elfe it is a wrong one, and 
then there are none elfe but ufurpers, if 
you examine the original pretences of the 
princes of the world. Thirdly, (which, 
quitting the difpute in general, is a parti* 
cular juftification of his highnefs) the go- 
vernment of England was totally broken 
and difiblved, and extinguifhed by the con- 
Millions of a civil war*, fo that his highnefs 
could not be accufed to have pofleiled him- 
ielf violently of the antient buildi/ig of 
the commonwealth, but to have pri^dently 

and 
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and peaceably built up a new one out of 
the ruins and aflies of the former ; and he 
who, after a deplorable (hipwreck, can with 
extraordinary induftry gather together the 
difperfed and broken planks and pieces of 
it, and with no lefs wonderful art and feli- 
city fo rejoin them as to make a new vef- 
fel more tight and beautiful than the old 
one, deferves, no doubt, to have the com- ' 
mand of her (even as his highnefs had) 
by the deflre of the feamen and paflengers 
themfelves. And do but confider, laftly, 
(for I omit a multitude of weighty things, 
that might be fpoken upon this noble ar- 
gument) do but confider ferioufly and 
impartially with yourfelf, what admirable 
parts of wit and prudence, what indefatiga- 
ble diligence and invincible courage, mufi: 
of neceffity have concurred in the perfon 
of that man, who, from fo contemptible 
beginnings (as I obferved before), and 
through fo many thoufand difEculties, was 
able not only to mak^ himfelf the greateft 
and moft abfolute monarch of this na- 
tion; 
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tion ; but to add to it the entire conqueft 
of ireland and Scotland (which the whole 
force of the world joine4 with the Roman 
virtue could never attain to), and to crown 
all this with illuftrious and heroical under- 
takings and fuccefles upon all our foreign 
enemies : do but (I fay again) confider 
this, and you will confefs, that his pr6^ 
drgious merits were a better title to impe- 
rial dignity, than the blood of an hundred 
royal progenitors ; and will rather lament 
that he lived not to overcome more na- 
^ons, than envy him the conqueft and 
dominion of thefe." 

. " Whoever you are (faid I, my indigna- 
tion making me fomewhat bolder), your 
j^cQurfe (methinks) becomes as little the 
:pCTfon of a tutelar angel, as Cromwell's 
aftipns did that of a protedor* A iS 
upon thefe principles, that all the ^gre^ 
crimes of the world have been commits 
ted, and , tnoft . particularly thofe which J 
have had, the misfortune to fee in my tw^fli 
time, and^'in my own countrey. If thefc 

be 
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i)t to be allowed, we nduft break up human 
fbcicty, retrre into woods, ami equally there 
ftahd opon our guards againft out blrcthr^n 
fnankrnd, and our rebels* the wHd beafts. 
For, if there tan be no trfurpatiort up<»i 
the fights of a whote^ natioh, there ean be 
none nrioft certainly trpon thofe of a^ pri- 
vate perlbn J ind, if thcf robbefs^ of couh- 
trcys be Godi^s vicegerents, there is Ho 
doubt but the thieves and banditos^ and 
mufderersy are his under officti^s. It rs tfue 
^hich you fay, that God is the fource 
and fountain of all power ; and it is no lefs 
true, that he is the trcator of ferpents, as 
well as angels ; nor does his goodnefs fait 
of its ends, even in the malice of his own 
creatures. What power he fuffers the devil 
to exercife in this world, is too apparent 
fcy our daily experience 9 and by nothing 
more than the late monftrous Iniquities 
#hich you dilute fot, and patrohiae in 
Engltfld: but woi^ld yod infet from thence^ 
that the power of tRe devil isa juft ahd 
lawful on« ; and that all nf)th oc^ht^ as well 
' Yoh.n. D m 
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as mod men do, obey him ? God is tlje 
fountain of all powiers ; but fomc flow from 
the right hand (as it were) of his good- 
nefs, and others from the left hand of his 
juftice ', and the world, like an ifland be- 
tween thefe two rivers, is fometimes re- 
. fre(hed and nquriflied by the one> and fom^- 
times over- run: ^nd ruined by the other ; 
and (to continue a litde farther the alle- 
gory) we are never overwhelmed with the 
. latter, till either by our malice or negli- 
gence we have ftopped and dammed up 
the former. 

- But to come a little clofer to your argu- 
ment, or rather the image of an argument, 
your fimilitude* If Cromwell had come to 
command in Ireland in the place of the late 
: Lord Strafford, I Ihould have yielded 
■ obedience, net for the equip jige^ and the 
. ftrengih, and .the guards which he brought 
.with hifinj but for the commiCion which he 
^ ftiouid firfl; have fliewed me fr6m our com- 
.•:moft fovoreign that fent hini; and, if he 
/couJij hg^e fli(tm that frcm God Almighty, 
-, I would 
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1 Woill^^ have obeyed him too in' England ; 
fcut that he was fo far from being able to 
ao, thati on the contrary, I read nothing 
hiii comteands, and even public procla- 
riiatioas, ffOm.God Almighty, not to ad- 
fnit him. 

. Your fetond iirgument is, that he had 
tUe fame right. for his authority, that is the. 
fbund^itioh of all others, even the right of 
ifconqu'eff. Are^ we then fo uiihappy as to 
bfe copqii'^red by the perfon, whom wc 
Jared at . a . dally rate; like ar labourer, to 
idnqiier. others for usr? did we furnifli him 
WitK arms, only to draw and try upon our 
enemies (ais' We, it feemsy f^Jfirfy thought 
thepa}, anjtf keep them for eyej* flicathed irt 
tha.bpwel& of his friertds/ did we fight for 
ffierty^ agamft.ou^ pri'ncp, th^t we might 
Become .riaves' to oyr fervant ? This is fuch 
arrimp^^denf pretence, as neither he nor an^ 
of 'his flatterers for him had ever the fac^ 
tp mention; Though it can hardly be 
^pkerf 9? flioirght of without paffion, yet 
Tlhall, if you pleafe,* argue it more calmly 
i)m^ the cafe deferves;

The right certainly of conqucft can onljf 
be cxer ctfcd upon thofe, ^^againft whtftti tlri? 
war is declared, and the vidory obtaiiicdi 
So that no whole nation can be faid to bt 
conquered, but by foreign force. Ift all 
civil wars, men^ are fo far from ftating thi 
quarrel againft their countrey, that theyi 
do it only againft a perfon, or party, which 
they Teally believe, or at leaft pretend, to b« 
pernicious to it ; neither can there be any 
juft caufe for th^ deftrudion of a patt of 
the body, bur when it is done for the pref 
fervation and faf(4ty of the whole. It is 
our coUfttre/ that rjiifes men in the quar- 
r^i, 6uF'<}ountrey that arms, our countrey 
that 'pays them, our countrey that autho* 
rizes -the undertaking, and by that diftin^ 
giiilhe^ k frofti rapine and murder •, laftlyi 
it is our o^UTitfey that direfts and'^eom^^ 
mands- the -army, and is indeed their gei 
heralK So thht'to ijfey, in civil wa,rs, thai 
the prevailing' party" conquers tfidf couh*- 
tr^yV is to fay; thef countrey conquers nfelR 
And, if the general only of that party be 

■:■• -the 
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tihge cQi^ucror, the army by which ht is 
ipade fo is no lels conquered than the army 
which jls beaten, and have as little reaibh 
tp triumph in that viftorj% by which they 
}ofe bodi their honour and liberty. So 
that, if Crom;weU conquered any party, it 
«ras only that agatnft which he was fent ; 
and what that was, muft appear by his 
commiffioR. It was (fays that) againft a 
company of evil counfellors and difaffedted 
perfons, who kept the king from a good 
intelligence and conjunction with his peo- 
ple. It was not then againft the people. 
Jt is fo far from being fo, that even of that 
party which was beaten, th^ conqueft did 
hot belong to Cromwell, but to the parli^*' 
ment which employed him in their fervicc, 
or rather indeed to the king and parliament, 
foe whofe fervice (if there had been any 
fakh in mens vows and proteltatjons) the 
wars ; werc^ undertaken. Merciful God ! 
did the ^ht of this miferable conqueft re- 
main; thed in his majefty ; and didft thou 
iuflfer him (o be deftroyed, with more bar- 
P 3 barity, 
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barity, than if he had been conquered ev^ 
jby Savages and Canibals ? iv;is it for kiDg 
and parliament that we fought j and hasit 
fared vvith .them juft as with the army 
which, we fought againft, the one p^ 
being flain, and the qtl^er fled ? It appear? 
therefore plainly, that Cromwell was fiot a 
conqueror, but a thief and robber ofth? 
;*ights of the king and .parliament, and an 
ufurper upon thole of the .people. J do 
not hi^re deny conqueil to be fomerimes 
(though it be very rarely) a true title. ^ but 
I deny this to be a true conqueft. Sure I 
am, that the race of our princes caire not 
in by fuch a one. One nation may con- 
quer another fopietime^ juftly i and if ijt 
he unjuftly, yet ftill it is a trye conqueft, 
and they are to anfwcr for the injuftice 
o.nly to God Alpiighty (having nothing clfe 
in avuhority abpvc them), and jnot as par- 
ticular rebels jto their cpuntrey, which is, 
and ought always to be, their fupcrior and 
their lord. If perhaps we find ufurpation 
inftead of conqueft in the original titles of 
1 fomc 
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fome Toyal families abroad (as no* doubt 
there have been manyufurpers before: ours, 
though none in lb impudept and cxecrabic 
a manner) ; all 1 can fay for them is, that 
their title was very weak, till, by kngrh of 
time, and the iJeath of all juftef pretenders^ 
h became to be the true, becaufe it was 
tiie only one. 

• Your third defence of his highnefs (as 
yoQY highnefs pleafcs to call him) enters* 
ih moft feafonably after his pretence of 
cOTKjueft ; for then a man may iay any thing* 
The government was broken ; who broke' 
il? It was diflblved; who diflblvedit? It 
was extitiguiftied ; who was it, but Crom- 
well, who not only put out the light, but 
csi^ away even the very fnufF of it ? As if 
a man (hould murder a whole family, and 
then poflefs himfelf of the houfe, becaufe 
k is better that he, than that only rats, 
(hould live there, jefus God! (faid I^ 
and at that word I perceived my pretended 
angel to give a ftart and trembled, but I 
fook no notice of it, and went on) this 
D 4 were 
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wcfe a Vrfckerf pKefentS6jii even though* ife«^^ 
whdefansily were deftmyed ; but the bcir$ : 
(blefled he Gx)d) arc yet furviving, an.d>-

^f irjj then (much more wicked than thofc 
fopliih dajighters in the f;abte, who cut 
tbfir pjd father i^tjo pieces, in hope by .

aQd: lufty aga^n), this man epdeavourcd 
to^i^dieftwy the building, before he could 
jipa^f)^; ijn what manner, with what ma- 
terfa^^i^by what workmen, or what architeft, 
l\W? to be rebuilt. Secondly, if he had 
drg^ed, iaimfclf to be able to revive that 
fc^yiiiWfl^Cfi he had killed, yet it had been 
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but the infupportahlc infolcnoe 6f «in~ i^ 
norant mountebank 5 and thirdly (which' 
concerns us neareft), that very new thing 
v^hich he made out of the ruins of the old, 
is no more like the original, cither for 
beauty, ufe, or duration, than an artificial 
plant, raifed by the fire ofachemift, is 
comparable to the true and natural one 
which he firft burnt, that out of the alhes 
of it he might produce an imperfe6t ijmi- 
litude of his own making. 

Your laft argument is fuch (when re- 
duced to fyllogifm), that the major pro- 
pofition of it would make ftrange work in 
the world, if it were received for truth j 
to wit, that he who has the bed parts in a 
nation, has the right of being king over 
it. We had enough to do hereof old with 
the contention between two branches of 
the lame family : what would become of us, 
when every man in England (hoiuld lay his 
claim to the government? And truly, if 
Cromwell fhould have commenced his plea, 
v;hen he fcems to have begun his ambition,

tij^e-Rere few perfoi>$ bcfides, thatmighit 
jpQt ,^ the fame time have put in theirs too* 
But his deferts, I fuppofc, .you will date 
{tfifa the faa^ term that I do his great de- 
merits, tjiat is, from the beginning of our 
Ja^e ^JaRVtieg (for, as for his private faults 
j^forfy ^ qao only wifli, and that with as 
jcnuch charity to bm as to the' public, 
jEbjat h^ h^d continued in them till his deaths 
jath^r than changed them for thofe of his 
latter days) ; ^and therefore we muft begin the 
i[X)nfidetation of his greatocfs from theain- 
iucky cer^ of our own misfortunes, whidh 
puts me in mind of what was faid lefs truly 
of -Pompcy the great, *^ Noftra miferia mag- 
•< nus^cs." But, bccaufe the general ground 
^.^Qur argumentation conlifts in this, that 
ail men who arc the effefters of extraordinarj*^ 
/nutdcioDS in the world, muft needs have 
extraordinary forces of nature by which they 
are enabled: to turn about, as they pleafe-, 
,'k> great a wheel -, I fhall fpeak firft a few 
/!^rds upon this univerfal propofition, 
^ijivhich feQ|Qs fo reafonable, and is fo ^x)pu- 

lar. 
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lar, before I dcfccnd to the particular exa* 
mination of the eminences of that perfon 
which is in queftion. 

I have often obfcrvcd (with all fub- 
miflion and refignation of fpirit to tliie in- 
fcrutable myfteries of pl^mal Providence)^ 
that, when the fulnels ^nd maturity of time 
is come, that produces the great confyfions 
and changes jn th^.world»it ufually pleafes 
God to make it appeai?; by the manner of 
them, that ihcy. are not the cffeds of 4iu- 
man force or policy^ but of th? divine 
juftiee and predcftination j and, thougli 
t^e fee a man, like that which we call 
Jafck of the clock-houfe, ftriking, ias it 
were; the hour of that fulnefs of time, yei; 
our reafon muft needs be convinced, that 
his hand is moved by fome fccrer, arid, 
to us who ftand without, invifible dirediion. 
And the ftream of the current is then fo 
violent, that the ftrongeft meh in the 
world cannot draw up agalnft it; ahd 
none are fo weak, but they may fail down 
.with it. Thefe are the fpring-tidesl of

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public affairs^ which we fee often happen, 
btifc feek in vain to difcov^r any certaitt

Buty though we loft the benefit of our 
old courts of juftice, it cannot be denied 
diat he fet up new ones ; and fuch they 
wercj that as no virtuous prince before 
would, fo no ill one durft ereft* What, 
hvrt we lived fo many hundred yearij under 
fuch a form of juftice as has been able re- 
gularly to punifli all men that offended 
nj^inft h ; and is it fo deficient juft now, 
thkr rWlf muft feek out new ways how to 
pi^ed againft offenders? The reafon> 
whidh can only be given in nature for a 
ni^flity of this. Is, becaufe thofe things are 
nOW'made crimes, which were never efteem- 
ed'Yo in former ages; and there muft 
n^sj;;ig.a.new court fet up to puniih that, 
!which^^:the (^ ones were bound to pro- 
te&find reward. But I am fo far from de- 
F 2 claiming

claiming (as you call it) againft thefe 
wickcdnefles (which if I fhould undertake 
to do, I Ihould never get to the peroration), 
that you fee I only give a hint of fome 
few, and pafs over the reft, as things tbiit 
are too many to be numbered, aind tnvik 
only be weighed in grofs. Let any man 
fbew me (for, though I pretend not to much 
reading, I will defy him in all biftoryX 
let any man fhew me (I fey) an example 
of any nation in the world (though iauch 
greater than ours), where there have, in thk 
fpacc of four years, been made to many 
prifoners, only out of the endlcfs jealbuiiei 
of one tyrant's guilty imagination, i 
grant you, that Marius and Sylla, and 
the accurfed triumvirate sifter them^ pDl 
more people to death ; but the reafon, I 
think, partly was, becaufe in thofe tunes 
that had a mixture of fome honour with 
their madnefs, they thought it a more civil 
revenge againft a Roman, to take zfisf bis 
life, than to take away his liberty* Buc 
truly in the point of murder too, we have 

little 
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little realpn to think that pur late tyranny 
has been deficient to the examples that have 
ever been fet it in other countries. Our 
judges and our courts of juftice have not 
been idle : and, to omit the whole reign of 
oiir late king (till the beginning of the 
war), in which no drop of blood was ever 
drawn but from two or three ears, I think 
the longed time of our worft princes fcarce 
faw many more executions, than the fhort 
one of our bleft reformer, And we faw, 
Md fmelt in our open ftreets (as I marked 
to you at firft) the broiling of human 
bowels, as a burnt-offering of a fweet fa- 
.vour to our idol ; but all murdering, and 
all torturing (though after the fubtileft in- 
vention of his prcdeceffors of Sicily), is 
more humane and more fupportable, than 
his felling of Chriftians, Engliihmen, gen- 
tlemen-, his felling of them (oh monftrous ! 
oh incredible !) to be flaves in America. 
If his whole life could be reproached with 
no other aftion, yet this alone would weigh 
down ^11 the multiplicity of crimes in any 
F 3 of 
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of our tyrants ; and I dare only Jtoucbi 
without flopping or infifting upon fo info- 
lent and fo execrable a cruelty, for fear of 
falling into fo violent (though a juft) paffioi^ 
as would make me exceed that temper and 
moderation, which I refolve to obfcrve in 
this difcourfe with you. 

Thefe are great calamities'; but even 

thefe are not the mod infupportable that 

we have endured ; for fo it is, that the fcorn, 

and mockery, and infultings of an enemy, 

are more painful than the deepefl: wounds 

of his ferious fury. This man was wanton 

and merry (unwittily and ungracefiujly 

merry) with our fufferings : he loved to^fay 

and do fenfelefs and fantaftical things^ only 

to fhew his power of doing or iaying any 

things It would ill befit njijie,. or apy 

civil mouthy to repeat thofe word? , whiirh 

he fpoke concerning the moft^focred^^pf 

ogr Englifti laws, the Petition of Right, and 

Magna Charta.[y]l. To-day, yx)u .fliould 

[ij] , Magna Charta} In the cafe of Coney, beftrc- 
nnentioned, 

fee 
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ice him ranting fo wildly, that nobody durft 
come near him; the morrow, flinging of 
cufliions, and playing at fnow-balls, with 
his fetvants. This month, he aflembles a 
parliament, and profefles himfelf with hum- 
ble tears to be only their fervant and their 
minifter^ the next month, he fwears by the 
living God, that he will turn them out of 
doors, and he does fo, in his princely way 
of threatening, bidding them, " Turn the 
** buckles of their girdles behind them." 
The repre(cntative of whole, nay of three 
%hole fiations, was in ^ his efteem fo con- 
temptible a meeting, that he thought the 
affronting and expelling of them to be a 
thing of fo little confequence, as not to 
dlcfervc that he Ihould advife with any mor- 
^ man about it. What (hall we call this ? 
bbldneis, br brutiihnefs ? raibnefs, or phren- 
fy ? There is no name can come up to it ; 
^df tKerefbre we muft leave it without one. 
Now a parliament muft be chofen in the 
new manner, next time in the old form, 
but all cafhiered ilill after the neweft mode. 
F 4 Now 
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Now he will govern by major-generals, now 
by one houfe,. now by another houfe, now 
by no houfe j now the freak takes him, and 
he makes fcventy peers of the land at one 
clap (extempore^ and Jlaris pede in *uno) ; 
and, to manifeft the abfolute power of the 
potter, he choofes not only the word clay 
he could find, but picks up even the dirt 
and mire, to form out of it his veflels of 
honour. It was faid antiently of Fortune, 
that, when (he had a riiind to be merry and 
to divert herfelf, fhe was wont to raife up 
fuch kind of people to the higheft digni- 
ties. This, fpn of Fortune, Cromwell (who 
>vas himfelf one of the primeft of her jefts), 
found out the true baut goufi of this plea- 
fure, and rejoiced in the extravagance of 
his ways, as the fulled dcmonftration of hi^ 
uncontroulable fovereignty. Good God ! 
"What have we feen? and what have we 
fufFered ? what do all thefe actions fignify ? 
what do they fay aloud to the whole nation, 
but this (even as plainly as if it were pro- 
claimed by heralds through the ftreets of 

London), 
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l^ndon), " You are flaves and fools, and 
«foI will ufeyoii!'* 

Thefe are briefly a part of thofe merits 
which yoy lancient to have wanted the re- 
ward of more kingdoms, and fuppofe that, 
if he had lived longer, he might have had 
them : which 1 am fo far from cohcurring 
to, that I believe his feafonable dying to 
have been a greater good-fortune to him, 
than all the viftories and profperities of his 
life. For he fcemed evidently (methinks) 
to be near the end of his deceitful glories ; 
his own army grew at laft as weary of him 
as the reft of the people ; and I never paflcd 
of late before his palace (his, do I call it ? 
I aCk God and the king pardon), but I 
nevfer pafled of late before Whitehall, with- 
out reading upon the gate of it, Mem 
Mene% ^ekd Upharjin[ry But it pleafed 
God to take him from /the ordinary courts 
of men, and juries of his peers, to his 
own high court of juflice ; which being-

more 
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mote merciful than ours below, ihett is 
a little room yet left for the hope of his 
friends, if he have any; though the out- 
ward unrepentance of his death aflfbrd but 
fmall materials for the work of charfty, 
cfpecially if he defigned even then to en- 
tail his own injuftice upon his children, 
and, by it, inextricable confufions and ciVil 
wars upon the nation. But here's at lafl: 
an end of him. And whereas now the 
fruit of all that blood and calamity, which 
his ambition has coft the world ? Whcfc 
is it ? Why, his fon (you will fay) has the 
whole crop; I doubt, he will find it quick- 
ly blafted ; I have nothing to fay agaihft 
the gentleman [j], or any living of his 
family ; on the contrary, I wilh him b^- 
ter fortune than to have a long and un- 
quiet poflelfion of his mailer's inheritance. 
Whatfoever I have fpoken againft his fa- 
ther, is that which I fliould have thought 

[j] '-^nothing to fi^ againji^he gentlemafi] A remark- 
able teftimony to the blamelefs character of Richard 
Cromwell ! 

(though 
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(though decencf, perhaps, might have 
hindered me from faying it) even agdnft 
mine own, if I had been fo unhappy, a$ 
that mine, by the fame ways, Ihoidd have 
left me three kingdoms.** 

Here I ftopt ; and my pretended protec- 
tifxc^ who, I expeded, fhould have been 
very angry, fell a laughing; it feems at 
the fimplicity of my difcourfe, for thus he 
replied : *^ You feem to pretend extremely 
to the old obfolete rules of virtue and con- 
fcience, which makes me doubt very much 
whether from this vaft profpeft of three 
kingdoms you can fhew me any acres of 
your own. But thefe are fo far from mak- 
ing you a prince, that I am afraid your 
friends will never have the contentment to 
ftfi you fo much as a juftice of peace in 
your own country. For this, I perceive, 
which you call virtue, is nothing elfe but 
leither the frowardpiefs of a Cynic, or the 
lazinefs of an Epicurean. I am glad you 
allow me at leaft artful diflimujation and 
unwearied diligence in my hero ^ and I aC- 

fure 
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fure ypii, that he, whofe life is conftantly 
drawn by thofe two, fliall never be miQed 
out of the way of greatnefs. But I fee you 
"are a pedant and Platonical ftatefman, a 
theoretical commonwealth's-man, an Uto- 
pian dreamer. Was ever riches gotten by 
your golden mediocrities ? or the fupremc 
place attained to by virtues that muft not 
llir out of the middle? Do you ftudy 
Ariftotle's politics, and write, if you 
pleafe, comments upon them ; and let 
another but praftife Machiavel : and let 
us fee then which of you two will come 
. to the greateft preferments. If the defire 
of rule and fuperiority be a virtue (as 
fure I am it is more imprinted in human 
nature than any of your lethargical mo- 
rals ; and what is the virtue of any creature, 
but the exercife of thofe powers and in- 
clinations which God has infufed into it ?) if 
that (I fay) be virtue, we ought not to 
cfteem any thing vice, which is the moft 
proper, if not the only, means of attaining 

of it: 

It 
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It Is a truth fo certain, and-fo cleaf. 
That to the firft-bom man it did appear ; 
Did not the mighty heir, the noble Cain, 
By tJie frefh laws of nature taught, difdain 
That (though a brother) any one Ihould be 
A greater favourite to God than he ? 
He ftrook him down ; and, fo (faid he) fo fell 
The'lhecp, which thou didft facrlfice fo well. 
Since all the fullefl: fheaves, which I could brii^

One ftep of glory more he IhouIdTiave made. 
And to the utmoft bounds of greatnefs gone;

What for high place a higher Ipirit can do,

lice, or whether you think us in this age

THE liberty of a people confifts iti 
beiftg governed by laws which they 
hive made thcmfelves, unde^ whatfoever 
form it be of government : The liberty

of a private man, in being matter of his 
own time and aftions, ^ far as may con- 
fift with the' laws of God and of his 
countrcy. Of this fatter only we are here 
to difcourfe, and to enquire what eftate 
of life does beft feat us in the pofTcffion 
of it. This liberty of our own adtions 
is fuch a fundamental privilege of human 
nature, that God himfelf, notwithftanding 
all his infinite power and right over us, 
permits us to enjoy it, and that too after 
a forfeiture made by the rebellion' of 
Adam. He takes fo much care for the 
intire prefcrvation of it to us, that he fuf- 
fers neither his providence nor eternal de- 
cree to break or infringe it. Now for 
our time, the fame God, to whom we arc 
but tenants-at-will for the whole, requires 
but the feventh part to be paid to him 
as a fmall quit-rent in acknowledgement 
of his title. It is man only that has the 
impudence to demand our whole time, 
though he neither gave it, nor can reftore 
it, nor is able to pay any confiderable va- 
lue 
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lue for the leaft part of it. This birth-« 
right of mankind above all other creatures, 
fome are forced by hunger to fell, Hkc 
Efau, for bread and broth : but the greateft 
part of men make fuch a bargain for 
the delivery-up of themfelves, as Thamar 
did with Judah ; inftead of a kid, the ne- 
ccflary proviCons for human life, they arc 
contented to do it for rings and bracelets. 
The great dealers in this world may be 
divided into the ambitious, the covetous, 
and the voluptuous ; and that all thefe 
men fell themfelves to be flaves, though 
to the vulgar it may feem a Stoical para- 
dox, will appear to the wife fo plain and 
obvious, that they will fcarce think it de- 
fcrves the labour of argumentation. 

Let us firft confider the ambitious j and 
thofe, both in their progrefs to greatnefs, 
and after the attaining of it. There is no- 
thing truer than what Salluft [^] fays, " Do- 
*' minationis in alios fervitium fiium merce- 
** dem dant :** they are content to pay fo

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great a price as their own fervitudc, to pur- 
chafe the domination over others. The 
firft thipg they myft r^jfolve to facrifice, 
|s their whole time ; they muft npvcr flop, 
por evpr turn afide whilft they are Jn the 
race of glory, no not like Atalanta for 
golden applps. Neither indeed pan a man 
flop himfelf if he wquld, when he is in 
this carper: 

'Fertur equis auriga, nequc audit currus ha- 
benas [f]. 

Pray, let us but cpnfider a little, what 
mean fervik things men do for this ima- 
ginary foofJ. We canqot fetch a greater 
example of it, than from the chief mei> 
of tha? nation which bpafted moft of Ijr 
J)erty. To what pitiful bafenefs did the 
qobleft Rpmans fpbmit t:hemfelves, for the 
obtaining of a prastorihip, pr the confular 
dignity ! T{iey put on the habit of fup- 
pliants, and rah about on foot, and in dirt, 
jhroujgh ajl the tribes, to beg voices j they

flattered 
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flattered the pooreft artifans ; and carried 
a nomenclator with them^ to whifper in 
their car every man's name^ left they 
ihould miftake it in their falutations ; they 
^ook the hand, and kiffed the cheek, of 
every popular tradefman; they ftood all 
day at every market in tl^e public places^ 
to fhew and ingratiate themfelves to the 
rout; they employed all their friends to 
folUcit for them, they kept open tables in 
every ftreet, they diftributed wine and bread 
and money, even to the vileft of the peo- 
ple. *^ En Romanes rerum dominos [d] !'• 
Behold the matters of the world begging 
from door to door. This particular hum- 
ble way to greatnefs is now out of faftiion ; 
but yet every ambitious perfon is ftill in 
fome fort a Roman candidate. He mutt 
feaft and bribe, and attend and flatter, 
and adore many beatts, though not the 
beaft with m^ny heads. Catiline, who 
was fo proud that he could not content 
himfelf with a lefs power than Sylla's,

G 4 was 
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was yet fo humbjte for fhe attaining of it, 
jas to make himfclf the moft contemptible 
pf all fervants, to be a public bawd, to 
provide whores, and fomething worfe, for 
all the young gentlemen of Rome, whofc- 
hot lufts and courages, and heads, he 
thought Ke might make ufc of. And, 
fince I happen here to propofe Catiline 
for my inftance (though there be thou- 
fand of examples for the fame thing) ; give 
me leave to tranfcribe the character which 
Cicero [e] gives of this noble (lave, becaufe 
it is a general defcription of all ambitious 
men, and which Machiavel perhaps would 
fay ought to be the rule of their life and 
actions : 

" This man (fays he, as moft of you 
may well remember) had many artificial 
touches ai)d ftrokes, that looked like the 
beauty of great virtues; his intimate con-, 
yerfation was with the worft of men, and 
yet he feemed to be an admirer and lover 
pf the beft ; he was furnifhed with all the

nep 
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sets of luft and luxury, and yet wanted 
not the arms of labour and induftry : nei- 
ther do I believe that there was ever any 
monfter in nature, compofed out of fo 
niany different and difagreeing parts. Who 
more acceptable, fometimes, to the moft 
honourable perfons ; who more a favourite 
to the moft ' infamous ? who, fometimes, 
appeared a braver champion; who, at other 
times, a bolder enemy to his countrcy? 
who more diffolute in his pleafures ; who 
■more patient in his toils? who more ra- 
pacious in robbing ; who more profufe in 
giving? Above all things, this was re- 
markable and admirable in him, the arts 
he had to acquire the good opinion and 
kindnefs of all forts of men, to retain it 
with great complaifance, to communicate 
all things to them, to watch and ferve all 
the occafions of their fortun'e, both with 
his money and his intereft, and his in- 
duftry, and, if need were, not by fticking 
at any wicked nefs whatl'oever that might 
^e ufeful to them, to bend and turn about 

his 
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his own nature and laveer with every wind % 
to live fevcrcly with the melancholy, nier- 
rily with the pleafant, gravely with the 
aged, wantonly with the young, defperate^ 
ly with the bold, and debauchedly with 
the luxurious : with this variety and muL- 
tiplicity of his nature — as he had made a 
colledion of friendfhips with all the moft 
wicked and recklefs oif all nations ; fo, by 
the artificial (imulation of fome virtues, 
he made a fhift to enfnare fome honeil 
and eminent perfons into his familiarity. 
Neither could fo vafl: a defign as the de* 
ftruftion of this empire have been un* 
dertaken by him, if the immanity of fo 
many vices [had not been covered and dif- 
guifed by the appearances of fome excel- 
lent qualities.'* 

I fee, metbinks, the charafter of an 
Anti-paul, *^ who became all things to all 
^* men," that he might dcftroy all ; who only 
wanted the alTiftance of fortune, to have 
been as great as his friend Casfar was a 
little after him. And the ways of Cacfar 
7 to 
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o cdinpafs the fame ends (I mean till 
he civil war, which was but another man- 
icr of fetting his countrejr on fire) were 
IOC unlike thefe^ though be yfed aifcer- 
^ard his unjuft dominion with more mo* 
ieration^ than I think the other would 
i^c done. Salluft therefore, who was well 
icquainted with them both, and with 
nany fuch like gentlemen of his time, 
a^s [/], ** that it is the nature of ambi* 
ion, to makje men liars and cheaters, to 
lide the truth in their breafts, and ihew, 
ike jugglers, another thing in their mouths, 
to cut all friendfhips and enmities to the 
[ncafure of their own intereft, and to 
[nake a good countenance without the help 
^f a. good will.'' And can there be free- 
dom with this perpetual conftraint ? what 
is it but a kind of rack, that forces men 
fo fay what they have no mind to ? 

I have wondered at the extravagant and 
barbarous ftratagem of Zopirus, and more 
jt the praifes which I find of fo deformed

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an aftion ; who, though he^ was one of 
the fcven grandees of Perfia, and tbe.fon 
of Megabifes, who had freed before his 
countrey from an ignoble fervitude, flit 
his own nofe and lips, cut off his own 
ears, fcourged and Wounded his whole 
body, that he might, under pretences of 
having been mangled fo inhumanly by 
Darius, be received into Babylon (then 
befieged by the Perfian3), and get into the 
command of it by the recommendation of 
fo cruel a fufferance, and their hopes of 
his endeavouring to revenge it. It is 
great pity, the Babylonians fufpedted not 
his falfhood, that they might have cut off 
his hands too, and whipt him back again. 
But the defign fucceeded ; he betrayed the 
city, and was made governor of it. What 
brutifli mafter ever ^puniflied his offending 
flave with fo little mercy, as ambition did 
this Zopirus ? and yet how many are 
there, in all nations, who imitate him in 
fome degree for a lefs reward-, who, 
though they endure not fo much corporal 

pain 
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pain for. a fmall preferment or fome hor 
nour (as they call it), yet flick not to com- 
mit actions, by which they are., more 
Ihamefully and more laftingly ftigmatized ! 
But you may fay, though thefe be the 
moft ordinary and open ways to greatnefs, 
yet . there are narrow, thorny, and little- 
trodden paths too, through which fome 
men find. a paffage by virtuous induftry. 
I grant, fometimes they mayj but then, 
that induftry muft be fuch, as cannot 
confift with liberty, though it may with 
honefty. 

Thou art careful, frugal, painful', we 

jcommend a fervant fo, but not a friend. 

' Well then, we muft acknowledge the 

toil and drudgery which we are forced 

. to endure in this afcent ; but we are epi- 

• curcs and lords when once we are gotten 

up into the high places. This is but a 

ihort apprenticelhip, after which we are 

made free of a royal company. If we 

fall in love with any beauteous woman, 

we muft be content that they fhould be 

our 
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our miftrefles whilft we- woo them; as foori 
as we arc wedded and enjoy, it is we Ihall 
be the maftcrs. 

I am willing to ftick to this fimilitude 
ID the cafe of greatnefs : we enter into the 
bonds of it, like thofe of matrimony 5 we 
are bewitched with the outwafd and paint- 
ed beauty^ and take it for better or worle, 
before we know its tftie nature and inte- 
rior inconveniences. A great fortune 
(fays Seneca) is a gfeat fervitude; but 
many are of that opinion which Brtitus 
imputes (I hope, untruly [f]) even to that

Could 
Cicero think ^athy and bdnijhmenty andpovertyy the vMtrft 
tfnnls — he, who endured all three, in their turns/ 
for the fervic« of his country ? If Brutus brought this 
charge againft Cicero, Brutus forgot himfelf.- What 
Cicero thought on the fubjedt, we know froitt hiraielf, 
who, in a letter to Atticus, fays — '* Sibi habeaf [Caefar] 
fiiam fbrtunam* Unam meherculc tecum apricatio- 
Xiem in illo Lucretino tuor fole nialim, quim omnia* 
JlHufmodi regna ; vel potius mori millies^ quam femel 
iftiufinodi quidquam cogitare — And again, hoc ip- 
fum velle miierius efTo dxicO| quam in crucem tolU. 

patron 
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patron of liberty, his friend Cicero: " We 
fear (fays he to Atticus) deaths and ba- 
tiiihmenc, and poveny, a great deal too 
much* Cicero, I am afraid, thinks thefe 
to be the word of evils ; and if he have 
t>uc fomc perfons, from whom he can ob^ 
fain what he has a mind to, and others 
mho will flatter and worfhip him^ feems 
*to be well enough contented with an ho- 
nourable fervitude, if any thing indeed 
ought to be called honourable in fo bafe 
and contumelious a condition/' This was 
fpoken as became the braved man who 
was ever born in the braveft common- 
inrealtb. But with us generally^ no con^ 
^tion pafles for fervitude, that is accom- 
panied with great riches, with honour^^ 
and with the iervice of many inferiors. 
This is but a deception of the fight 
through a faUe medium ; for if a groom 
ferve a gentleman in his chamber^ thac

gentleman 
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gentleman a lord, and that lord a prince ; 
the grooro^ the gentleman, and the lord, 
are as much fervantsf one as the other: 
the circumftantial difference of the one's 
getting only his bread and wages, the fe- 
cond a plentiful, and the third a fupef- 
fluous eftate, is no more intrinfical to thi's^ 
matter, than the difference between a plain^ 
a rich, and gaudy livery. I do not fay^ 
that he who fells his whole time and his 
own will for one hundred thoiifand, is not 
a wifer merchant than he who does it for 
one hundred pounds ; but I will fwcaf, * 
they are both merchants, and that he is 
happier than both, who can live content- 
edly without felling that eftate to which 
he was born. But this dependancc upoQ^ 
fuperiors is but one chain of the lovers 
of power: 

Amatorefti trccentac 
Pirithoum cohibent catenae [A]. 

Let us begin with him by break of day f 
for by that time he is befieged by two

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or three hundred fuitors^ and the hall and 
antichambers (all the outworks) poflefled 
by the enemy : as foop as his chamber 
opens, they are ready to break into that, 
or to corrupt the guards, for entrance. 
This is fo eflential a part of greatncfs, 
that whofoever is without it, looks like a 
feUcn favourite, like a perfon difgraced, 
and condemned to do what he pleafes all 
the morningv There are fome who, ra- 
ther than want this, are contented to have 
their rooms filled up every day with mur- 
muring and curfmg creditors, and to 
charge bravely through a body of them 
to get to their coach. Now I would fain 
know which is the worft duty, that of 
any. one particular perfon who waits to 
fpeak with the gre|at man, or the great 
man's, who waits every day to fpeak with 
all the company.

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a hundred bufineflfes of other men (many 
unjuft, and moft^ impertinent) fly con- 
tinually about bis head and ears^ and 
ftrike him in the face like Dorres. Let 
us contemplate him a little at another 
Special fcene of glory^ and that is» his 
table. Here he fcems to be the lord oi 
all nature : the earth affords him her befl: 
metals for his difhes^ her beft vegetables 
and animals for his food ; the air and lea 
fupply him with their choiceft birds and 
fiihes ; and a great many men, who look 
like mailers^ attend upon him ; and yet» ' 
when all this is done, even all this is but 
iaik d'bofte ; it is crowded with people for 
whom he cares not, with many paraficM 
and fome fpies, with the moft burden- 
fome fort of guefts, the endeavourers to 
be witty [k]. 

But every body pays him great refpcftj 
every body commends his meat, that is^ 

[k'] — the tndeavoiirers to he wiity] JufUy obfervcdt 
and well exprefled ; for true wit coiocs ofixklf, with« 
out any f?tdeavwr. 
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his money; [every body admires the ex- 
quifite drefling and ordering of ir, that is^ 
hts clerk of the kitchen, or his cook; 
every body loves his hofpitality, that is, 
his vanity. But I dcfire to know why 
the honeft inn-keeper, who provides a 
public table for his profit, fhould be but 
of a mean profeffion j and he, who does 
it for his honour, a munificent prince. 
You will fay, becaufe one fells, and the 
other gives: nay, both fell, though for 
difibrent things ; the one for plain mo- 
ney, the other for I know not what 
jewels, whofe value is in cuftom and in 
fancy. If then his table be made afnare 
(as the Scripture [/] fpeaks) to bis liberty, 
where can he hope for freedom ? There is 
always, and every where, fome reftrainc 
upon him. He is guarded with crowds, 
and fhackkd with formalities. The half 
hat, the whole hat, the hilf friiile, the 
whole fmile, the nod, the embrace, the po*

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fitive parting with a little bow, the com-* 
parative at r^e middle of the room, the 
fupferiative at the door ; and, if the perfofl 
be pan buper febajlus^ there is a hyperfu- 
perlative ceremony then of condufting hini 
to the bottom of the flairs, or to the very 
gate: as if there were fuch rules fet t6 
thefe Leviathans, as are to the fea, Hitbetid 
Jhalt thou gdy arid no further [m]. 

Perditur haec inter mifero lux [«], 
Thus wretchedly the precious day is loft. 

How many impertinent letters and vifits 
muft he receive, and fometimes anfwcr both 
too as impertinently ! He never fets his 
foot beyond his threfliold, unlcfs, like a 
funeral, he have a train to follow him •, as 
if, like the dead corps, he could not ftir, 
till the bearers were all ready. "My life 
(fays Horace, fpeaking to one of thefe 
magnificos) is a great deal more eafy and 
comnK>dious than thine, in that I can go 
into the market, and cheapen what I pleafey

ivithouft 
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without being wondered at ; and take my 
horfe and ride as far as Tarentum, with- 
QUt being miffed.'* It is an unpleafant 
conftrairit to be always under the fight 
^nd obfervation, ar^d cenfure of others-, 
as there may be vanity in ;t, fo methinks 
there fhould be vexation, top, of fpirit: 
and I wonder how princes can endure to 
have two or three hundred men (land 
gazing upon them whilft they are at din- 
ner, and taking notic^ of every bit the|^ 
e?it. Nothing feems greater and more 
lordly than the multitude of domeftic fer- 
vants ; but even this too, if weighed 
ferioufly, is a piece of fervitudej unlefs 
ypu will be a fervant to them fas many 
men arc), the trouble and care of yours 
in the government of them all js much 
more than that of every one of them in 
their obfervapce of you. I t^ke fhe pro- 
fcffion of a fchool- matter to be one of 
the moft ufeful, and which ought to be 
of the moil honourable in a compion- 
wealch; yet certainly all his fafces and 
H 3 tyrannical 
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tyrannical authority over fo. many boys 
takes away his own liberty more than 
theirs* 

I do but (lightly touch upon all theie 
particulars of the flavery of grc^tnefs : I 
fhake but a few of their optward chains i 
their anger, hatred, jealoufy, fear, envy^ 
grief, and all the et cetera of then pdiSions^ 
which are the fecret, but conftant, tyrant$ 
and torturers of their life, I Dhiit Jiere, bp- 
caufe, though they be fymptpms jfnofi frie* 
quent and violent in this difeafe, yet they 
are common too ii) fome degfee to tbjB 
epidemical difeafe of life itfelf. 

But the ambitious man, though he bfB - 
fo many ways a flave (o totiej fervus !),^ 
yet he bears it bravely and heroically 5 h^ 
ftruts and looks big upop the ftage; he 
thinks himfclf a real prince in his mafking- 
habit, an^ deceives too all the foolifh parf 
of his fpeftators : he is ft flayc in fatwr- 
nalibus. The covetous man is a down- 
right fervant,^ draught-horfe without bells 
or feathers i ad fnetalla damnpus^, a maa 

condemned 
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oondetnned to viork in mines, which is 
the loweft and hardeft condition of fer- 
vitude; and, to increafe his mifery, a 
worker there for he knows not whom : He 
beapetb up rUbes^ and knows not "wbojhall 
tnjoy tbem [c] ; it is only fure, that he him- 
felf neither fhall nor can enjoy them. He 
is an indigent needy (lave -, he will hardly 
allow himfelf cloaths and board-wages : 

Unciatim vix de demenfo fuo, 
Suiim defraudans genium^ oomparfit mifer \_p] ; 

He defrauds not only other men, but his 
own genius ; he cheats himfelf for money, 
Biit the fervile and miferable condition of 
this wretch is fo apparent, that I leave it, 
as evident to every man's fight, as well as 
judgement. 

It feems a more difficult work to prove 
ttiat the voluptuous man too is but a fer* 
vant : what can be more the life of a free- 
plan, or, as we fay ordinarily, of a gentle- 
man, than to follow nothing but his own

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pleafures ? Why, I will tell you who is 
that true freeman, and that true gentle- 
man ; not he who blindly follows all his 
pleafures (the very name of follower is 
lervile); but he who rationally guides them, 
and is not hindered by outward impedi- 
ments in the conduft and enjoyment of 
them. If I want (kill or force to reftrain 
^hc bead that I ride upon, though I bought 
it, end call it my own ; yet, in the truth 
cf the matter, I am at that time rather 
Jiis man, then he my horfe. The volup- 
tuous iireD (whom we are fallen upon) may 
be divided, I think, into the Iqftful and 
luxurious, who are both fervants of the 
belly i the other, whom we fpoke of be* 
fore, the ambitious and the covetous, were 
xx%x Sr.p/a, evil wild beafis ; ihefe are y9L%i^i% 
apyal, Jlow bslltes^ as our tranflation renders 
it, but the word apyai (which is a fan- 
taftical word, with two dirpdly oppofue 
fignifications) will bear as well, the tranf- 
lation of quick or diligent bellies \ and 
both interpretations may be ^plipd to 

thcfc 
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thcfe . men. Metrodorus faid, " that he 

*^ had lcarntaA^9wj ya^pl ;fapi'^£<&a*, to give 
'* his belly juft thanks for all his pleafures." 
This^ by the calumniators of £picurus*s 
^hilofophy, was objedted as one of the 
moft fcandalous of all their fayings ; which, 
according to my charitable underftanding, 
may admit a very virtuous fenfe, which is^ 
that he thanked his own belly for that mo- 
deration, in the cuftomary appetites of it, 
which can only give a man liberty and 
happinefs in this world. Let this fuffice 
at prefent to be fpoken of thofe great 
triumviri of the world j the covetous man, 
who is a mean villain, like Lepidus ; the 
ambitious, who is a brave one, like Oda- 
vius ; and the voluptuous, who is a loofe 
and debauched one, like Mark Antony : 

Quifnam igitur liber ? Sapiens, fibique im* 
pcriofus [^] : 

Not Oenomaus[r], who commits himfelf

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whoUy to a charioteer, that may break 
his Bdck ; but the man^ 

Who governs his own courfe with fteddy handle 
Who does himfelf with fovereign pow*r com- 
mand ;

Who ftands not aukwardly in his own light 
Agatnft the truth: who can, when pleafuresknock 
Loud at hi& door, keep firm the bolt and lock. 
Who can, though lionour at h\& gate fhould ftay ^ 
Jxx all her maiking deaths, fend her away, > 
And cry, Be gojie, I have no mind to pijiy, J 

This, 1 confefs, k a freeman : but it may be 
faid, that many perlbns are fo (hackled by 
their fortuine, that they are hindered from 
enjoyment of that manumiflion, which they 
liave obtained from virtue. I do both un- 
jderftand, and in part feel, the weight of 
Ithis obje<a:iop : all I can anfwer to it is, ^ 
that we muft get as much liberty as we 
can, we muft ufe our utmoft endeavours, 
and, when all that is done, be contented 
with the length of that line which is ah 
lowed us. If you afk mc^ in what condi- 

<ioa 
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tion of life I think the tnoft allowed ; I 
fliould pitch upon that fort of people^ 
whom King James was wont to call the 
happieft of our nation, the men placed ia 
the country by their fortune above an 
high-conftable^ and yet beneath the trouble 
of a juftice of peace i in a moderate plea- 
ty, without any juft argument for the de- 
fire of increafing it by the care of m^ny 
relations; and with fd much knowledge 
and love of piety and philofophy (that is, 
of the ftudy of God's laws, and of his 
creatures) as may afford him matter 
enough never to be idle, though without 
bufinefs; and never to be melancholy; 
though without fin or vanity. 

I ihall conclude this tedious difcourfe 
with a prayer of mine in a copy of Latin 
verfes, of which I remember no other 
part i and, (pi^ur /aire bonne boucbe) with 
fome other verfes upon the fame fubjeft : 

" Magnc Deus, qnod ad has ^tae brcvis attinct 

** horas, 
^ Da niihi, da panem libertatemque, nee ultra 

« Sollicitas 
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." SoUicitas effundo preces : fi quid datur ukra, 
** Accipiam gratus; fi non, contentvis abibo.'^

^t firfl: fppken by the excellent Scipio, 
who was without queftion a mQQ: eloquent 
and witty perfon, as well as (he molt wife, 
mofl: worthy, trtQ^l happyt and the greatcft 
of all mankind* His mteaning, no doubt, 
was this, that he found more fatisfadtion 
to his rpi^d^ and more im^ovement of it, 
by fQlitijdc than by company ^ and, to fbew 
th^t he Iboke not this Ipofely or oqt of 
vanity, atEer he. bad made Rome miftrefs 
of almoft the whole world, he retired him- 
felf from it by a voluntary exile, and at 
a private houfe in the middle of a wood 
I 4 near 
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near Linternum [^], paflfed the remainder 
of his glorieus life no lefs glorioufly, 
This houfe Seneca went to fee fo long 
after with great veneration ; and, among 
other things, defcribes his baths to have 
been of fo mean a ftrudbure, that now, 
fays he, the bafeft pf the people ^ould der 
fpife them, apd cry out, " Poor Scipio un- 
derftood not how to live.'* What an au- 
thority is here for the credit of retreat ! 
and happy had it been for Hannibal, if 
adverfity could have taught him as tnvich 
wifdom as; was learqt by Scipio from the. 
higheft profperities. This would be no 
wonder, if it were as truly as it is coloura-^ 
bly and wittily faid by Monfieur de Mon- 
tagnc, " that ambition itfelf might teach us 
^' to love folitude ; there U nothing does fp 
♦* much hate to have companions." It is true, 
it loves to have its elbows free, it detcfts to 
have company on either fide-, but it de- 
lights above all things in a train behlnd|

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then ,the moft quiet and lead apt to b6 
inflamed to the difturbance of the com- 
monwealth: their manner of life inclines 
them, and intereft binds them, to love 
peace : in our late mad and miferable civil 
wars, all other trades, even to the meaneft^ 
fet forth whole troops, and raifed up fome 
great commanders, who became famous 
and mighty for the mifchiefs they had 
done: but I do not remember the name 
bf any one hufbandman, who had {p con- 
liderable a (hare in the twenty years ruin 
of his countrey, as to deferve the curfes of • 
his countrymen. 

And if great delights be joined with (6 
much innocence, I think it is ill done of 
men, not to take them here, where thcjr 
are fo tame, and ready at hand, rather 
than hunt for them in courts and cities^ 
where they are fo wild, and the chafe foi 
troublefome and dangerous. 

We are here among the vaft and noble 
fcenes of nature ; we are there among the 
pitiful fhifts of policy : we walk here in

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the light and open ways of the divine 
bounty; we grope there in the dark and 
confufcd labyrinths of human malice: our 
fcnfcs are here feafted with the clear and 
genuine tafte of their objeds, which ^rc 
all fophifticated there, ^nd for the rtioft 
part overwhelmed with their contraries. 
Here pleafure looks (methinks) like a 
beautiful, eonftant, and modeftwife-, it 
is there an impudent, fickle, and paihfed 
harlot. Here is harmlefs and cheap pleiity ^ 
there guilty and expenceful luxury. 

I fhall only inftance in one delight tndte, 
the moft natural and teft-ttituted'of all 
others, a perpetual companions of the huf- 
bandman ; and that is, the fatiSfaftion of 
looking round about him, and feeitig no- 
thing but the effefts and improvertients of 
his own art and diligence; to be al'(Vi(ys 
gathering of fome fruits of it, and at t'he 
fame time to behold others ripening, ind 
' others budding : to fee all his fields and 
• garderts covered with the beauteous cr^a- 
tutes

Behold the original and primitive no*- 
bility of all thofe great perfons, who irt 
too proud now, not only to till the grouiid, 
oat almoft to tread upon it. We may^ 
talk what we pleafe of lilies, and lions^ 
rampant, and fpread-eagles, in fields d^or 
or d^argent ; but, if heraldry were guidfed 
by reafon, a plough it> a field arable would 
be the moft noble and antient arms* 

All thefe confiderations make me fall 
into the wonder and complaint of Colu- 
► mella, how it ftiould come to pafs that all 
arts or fciences (for the difpute, which is 
an art, and which a fcience, doe-s not be- 
long to the curiofity of us hufbandmen) 
metaphyfick, phyfick, morality, matheraa- 
ticks, logick, rhetorick, . &c. which are 
all, I grant, good and .ufeful faculties, 
(except only metaphyfick, which I do not 
know whether it be any thing or no-,) but 
even vaulting, fencing, dancing, attiring^ 
cookery, carving, land fuch like vanities, 
fhould all have public fchools and mafters v 
and yet that we fliould never fee or hear 
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[fof any man, who took upon him the pro- 
tfeffion of teaching this fo plealant, fo 
virtuous, fo profitable, fo honourable, fo 
.nepeflary art, 

J^ plan would tliink, when he 13 in fe- 
rious humour, that it were but a vain, ir- 
rational, and .ridiculous thing, for a great 
co;npany of men and women to run up 
and down m a, room together, in a hun- 
<ired feveral poftures and figures, to Jip 
purpofe, and with no defign ; and there- 
fore dancing was invcrnted fijft, and only 
praftifed anciently, in the ceremonies of 
the heathen religion, which c;:onfifted all 
in mommery and m^dnefs ; the latter being 
the chief glory of the worlhip, and ac^ 
counted divine infpiration: this, I fay, a 
iey/sre man would think; though I dare 
not cjetermine fp far againft to cuftomary 
a part, now, of good- breeding. And ycr, 
wco is there among our gentry, that does 
not entertain a dancing- mafter for his 
children, as foon as they are able to walk ? 
But, did ever any father provide a tutor 
J. J for 
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for his fon, to inftrudl him betimes in th{? 
nature and irtiprbyemcftrs 6f that l^mj 
which he intencfed t& l^aVc Hirti ? TKSb' 
is at leafl: a fuperfliiitjv and tHis^^ dcft?F,- 
in our manner of education j arid tKerc- 
fore I could with (but cfanhof in ih6k 
times much h6pe to Itre it)^ tfiat' oA^ col- 
lege in each univerfitj^ yktx& ei^fted, and 
appropriated tb rhi^ ftudjf, a*^ welj- aj^rfiei^- 
are tb rnetilciin^ srid the civil law: tfei^ 
would be no need of riftalcing i body 6( 
fcholars ah^d fellow^s, ^^itH <^^rt^tt eiVdb^- 
ments', as m bt'h'ei" col1(*gcs ; i( would' fuT^ 
fice, if, after ttie . mariner 6f' hafl^ in t)i- 
ford, there werd bril'y fb'or 'pf6{i{fori ibtr- 
ftituted (for it w661d be ioh iihcW Wd/k;

The bufinefs of thefe 
profcfibrs fliould not be, as is commonly 
praftifed in other arts, only to read pom- 
pous and fuperficial ledures, put of Virgil's ^ 
Georgics, Pliny, Varro, or Columella ; but 
to inftru6>^ their pupils in the whole me-* 
thod and courfe of this ftudy, which 
might be run through perhaps with dili-' 
gence in a year or two; and the continual 
fucceljipn. of fcbolars, upon a moderate 
ta3i;a^^ion for their di^t, lodging, and learn— 
ii^g, would be a fufiicient conftant revenue . 
for naajmtenance of the houfe and the pro- 
feflbrs, who fhould be men not chofen for 
tb€ oftentation of critical literature, but for 
folid and experimental knowledge of the * 
things they teach; fuch men, fo induftrious 
and public-fpirited, as 1 conceive Mr. 
L 4 Hartlib 
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Hsrtlib Ijfj to be, 11 the geiiticc^2.n be ytt 
dlivc: bur it is ccedlc& to {peak fvarAiST 
cf my thoughts of this deCgn, tmkis the 
prefent difpofitian of the age allowed 
iTiore probabilit}' of bringing it into exe- 
cution. Whst I have Aaither to lay of 
the covTitry hfe, Ihdl be borrowed froai 
the pocrts^ who were always the ipoft £udir 
ful and aScctionatc friends to iu Poetry 
was born among the fliephcrds*

poems. Hefiod was the firft or fecond

raries) ; and he is the firft writer too of' 
the art of hulbandry: : " he has con- 
tributed (fays Columella) not a littje to^ 
our profeflion j" I fuppofe, he means.not a 
little honour, for the matter of his in- 
ftruiftionsr is not very important : his great 
antiquity is vifibte uhrougb the ^avity* 
and ftropliciiy of Ws ftile. The mbft 
aatw of all His feyings concerns our pur- 
pofe very much, and is Gourched in the 
reu€pemi obftnarity of aa oracle. U}^ 
^jxicru TjjwvJif, Thq half is ipore than; the ; 
\vh<i>k. The occa&on of the fpeech i^ this 9 
his brother Perlc$ ika(il, by corrupting foma 
great men (^*(rk?UflK J^^fli)>«> g^^eat bribe- 
eaters he calls tbem), gotten from him 
il\e half of his <rft.4te. It. is up ffJ^^ttpr. 
(fays he); they ha,vc not clonje.n;vp & ipucji 
prejudice, as they imagine : 

Unhappy 
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ITnhappy they, to whom God has not reveal'd 
By a Itodngilght whkh mufrtheii: fctife control^;. 
Thsat half a gireat eftate^S' more than the whole : 
Ufih^Pf^, from whom ft ill conceal'd does lye 
P{ roots and herbs the wholefome luxury. 

This' I (ionccivc to have been honeft 
H^fib(f s itieatiirfg. ]f rem Horiler we muft 
not 6ipt&, much concerning our affairs. 
Hfc' Wa5 blind, and could neither work in 
thedoatltry, nor enjoy the pleafures of it; 
hirf hidlplefs p'overty was likelieft to be 
fuftained in the richeft places •, he was to 
delight the Grecians with fine tales of the 
wars and adventures of their anceftors^ 
his fiibjeA removed fiim from all commerce 
with us, andf yet, methinks, he made a (hift 
to'tfiew his good*- will a little. For, though 
he could do us no honour in the perfon of 
his hero Ul^lfes (tnuch lefs of Achilles), be- 
caufe his whole tirffe was confumed in wars 
and voyigesj yet he makes his father 
Laertes a gardener all that while, and feek- 
ing .his confolation fOr the abfcnce of his 
fon in the pleafure of planting and even 

dunging 
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dunging his own grounds. Ye fee he did 
not contemn us peafants ; nay, fo far was 
he from that infolencc, that he always 
ftyles Enmaeus, who kept the hogs, with 
wonderful refpeft, iToj^ u^pCcv, the divine 
fwine herd : he could have done no more 
for Menclaus ox Agamemnon. And The^ 
ocritus (a very ancient poet, but he waj 
one of our own tribe, for he wrote nothing 
but paftorals) gave the fame epithet to aqf 
hufbandman,. 

The divine hufbandmap replied to Her? 
cules, who was but ??&?, himfclf. Thefe 
were civil Greeks, and who ynderftood the 
dignity of our calling! Among the Ror 
mans we have, in the 6rfl: place, o.ur truly 
divine Virgil, who, though^ by tjie favour 
of Maecenas and Auguftiis, he might have 
been one of the chief men of Rome, yfet . 
chofe rather to employ much of his time" 
in the exercife, and much of his immortal

wit 
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wit in the praife and inftruftions, of a 
mftic life ; who, though he had written 
before whole books of paftorals and geor- 
gics, cogld not abftain in hrs great and 
imperial poem from defcribing Evandcr^ 
©nc of hia beft princes, as living }uft after 
the homely manner of an ordmary coun- 
tryman. He feats him in a throne of 
maple, and lays him but upon a bear's 
fkin ; the kine and oxen are lowing in 
his court-yard ; the birds under the eves 
of. his window call him up in the morn- 
ing-, and when he goes abroad, only two 
dogs go along with him for his guard: 
at laft, when he brings ^neas into his 
royal cottage, he makes him fay this me- 
mprable compliment, greater than ever 
yet was fpoken at the Efcurial, the Louvre, 
or our Whitehall :

" Alcides fubiit, haec ilium regia cepit : 
** Aude, hofpes, contemnere opes : & tc quo-

The next man, v^hom we *ane ttuach 
obliged to, both for his dofbrine anddx- 
^ample, is the next beft poet in the wpfld 
to 'Vkgil, 5 his dear friend Horace j . ^ho, 
'\^hen Auguftus had defined Mccenas^to 
'perfuqidd him to come andiive domedicidiv 
*2md at the fame table •with- him, afidto-'be 
^fecretary of ftate of the whole world r wrfer 
him, or rather jokitly -with him, for he.fays^ 
^** ut nos inepiftolis fcribendis -adjuvet,'* 
could not be ten^ted'to forfake his'Sftbin, 
or Tiburtin manor, ^for jfo -ridi and »fo 
glorious a trouble. There was never, I 
think, fuch an example as this in 'the 
world, that he ihould have fo much mo- 
deration and courage as to r^&fe an offer 
of fuch greatnefs, and thetcmperor-fo-mucli 
^generofity and good-nature as not to bcf 
-at all offended with his refufal, but to re^- 
.tain (liU the fame kiddtiefs, and expreik^ 
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it often to him in moft friendly and fa- 
miliar letters, .part of which are ftill ex- 
tant.

mend him for a cautioijs and difcrcet per- 
fon, or laugh at him for a timorous and 
impertinent coxcomb? A man, who is 
exceflive in his pains and diligence, and 
tvho confumes the grcateft part of his time 
in fumifhing the remainder with all con- 
veniencies and even fuperfluities, is to an- 
gels and wife men no lefs ridiculous ; he 
does as little confider the (hortnefs of his 
paiTage, that he might proportion his cares 
accordingly. It is, alas, fo narrow a 
ftreight betwixt the womb and the grave, 
that it might be called the Pas de Vie^ as 
well as that the Pas de Calais. 

Wc are all l^peg^i, (as Pindar calls 
us,) creatures of a day, and therefore our 
Saviour bounds our defires to that little 
fpace; as if it were very probable that 
every day fhould be our laft, we are taught 
to demand even bread for no longer a 
time. The fun ought not to fet upon 
our covetoufnefs, no more than upon our 
anger; but, as to God Almighty a thou- 
fand years are as one day, fo^ in diredt op- 

poGtion, 
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pofition, one day to the covetous man is 
as a thoulafld years ; ** tarn brevi fortis ja- 
culatur avo multa/* ib far he Ihoots beyond 
his butt: one would think, he were of 
the opinion of the Millenaries, and hoped 
for fo long a reign upon earth. The pa- 
triarchs before the flood, who enjoyed al- 
moft fu^ch a life, made, we are fure, lefs 
ftores for the maintaining of it; they, 
who lived nine hundred years, fcarcely 
provided for a few days; we, who live 
but a few days, provide at kaft for nine 
hundred years. What a ftraoge alteration 
is this of human life and manners ! and 
yet we fee an imitation of it in every man's 
particular experience; for we bqgin not 
the cares of life, till it be half fpent, and 
Hill increafe them, as that decreafes. 

What is there among the adions of beaftt 
fo illogical and repugnant to reafon ? When 
they do any thing, which feems to pro- 
ceed from that which we calj reafon, wc 
difdain to allow them that perfefiion, an^ 
attribute it only to a natural inlaid;

There is no danger 
from mc of offending [iim in this kind y 
neither my miad, nor my body, nor my 
fortune, allow me any materials for that 
vanity. It is fuiHcient for my own con- 
tentment, that they have preferyed m6 
from being fcandalous, or remarkable on 
the defective fide. But, befides that, I 
Jhall here fpeak of myfelf, only in relation 
to the fubjeft of thefe precedent difcfour- 
fcs, and fliall be likelier thereby to fall 
into the contempt, than rife up to ; the 
cftimation, of moft people.

'Yet, t 
had' as good fortune as could have befal- 
len me in Tuch a tempeft ; for I was caft 
by it into -the family of ofte of the bcft 
perfons, and into the court of one of tht 
beft prmcefTes, of the world. Now, though 
I was her^ engaged in ways moft contrttrjr 
to the original defign of my life, that is, 
into much company, and no fttiall bufi- 
nefs, and into a daily fight of greatnefe,
